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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Office Action mailed 7/17/2006 has been vacated. Finality of the last 
Office Action is with drawn. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the 
rejection of the last Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is 
withdrawn. This office action is also in response to the amendment and remarks filed on 
4/27/06. Claims 7 and 10 have been amended. Therefore, claims 7, 10 and 12-35 are 
currently pending. Claims 12, 13, 15-17, 19-21, 23-25, 27-29, 31-33 and 35 remain 
withdrawn. Claims 7 and 10 are examined. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U. S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Applicants declaration filed under Rule 131 has been fully considered. 

4. Any objection or rejection of record, which is not expressly repeated in this 
action, has been overcome by Applicant's response and withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 (New) 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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5a. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Eisenbach-Schwartz et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6, 126, 939). 

Claim is drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising a polypeptide of 
consisting the following sequence of amino acids Arg-Glu-Arg. 

Eisenbach-Schwartz et al. disclose anti-inflammatory tripeptide Arg-Glu-Arg 
(column 3, lines 30-31). It also discloses pharmaceutical composition comprising a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier and a peptide or peptide derivative (column 4, lines 
18-22). Therefore, claim 10 is anticipated by Eisenbach-Schwartz et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6, 126, 939). 

5b. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Feige et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 6, 660, 843). 

Claim is drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising a polypeptide of 
consisting the following sequence of amino acids Arg-Glu-Arg. 

Feige et al. disclose macrophage and/or T-cell inhibiting peptide Arg-Glu-Arg 
(column 37, Table 19). The reference also discloses pharmaceutical agents using 
biologically active peptide (abstract). Therefore, claim 10 is anticipated by Feige etal. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6, 660, 843). 

Conclusion 

6. Claim 7 is allowable. Claim 10 remains rejected. Since, not all product claims 
are allowable claims 14,18, 22, 26, 30 and 34 are not rejoined.
